The  present  salaries  total  the  amount  shown  in  the  above 
current  budget,  rather  than  the  sum  of  $5,400  as  voted  last 
July.  Through  an  error  in  making  our  report  the  figure  sub- 
mitted to  the  selectmen  was  $5,400.  Present  indications  are 
that  salaries  throughout  the  country  will  have  to  be  increased 
materially  to  meet  the  added  costs  of  living. 

Transportation  costs  have  risen  greatly  since  our  esti- 
mates were  made  in  January  1947.  The  major  routes  are 
under  contract  for  about  $1,300,  and  there  are  two  or  three 
cases  in  which  children  are  being  carried  to  Keene  from  the 
Belvedere  section  on  a  per  diem  basis  which  brings  our  pres- 
ent total  cost  somewhat  over  $1,500. 
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We  expect  that  there  will  be  a  smaller  enrollment  in 
high  school  next  year.  The  State  requires  that  we  make  pro- 
visions for  every  pupil  of  high  school  age  so  that  he  will  have 
the  opportunity  of  attending  if  he  so  desires.  Last  fall  there 
were  twenty-seven  pupils  enrolled.  One  family  moved  out  of 
town  in  the  late  fall,  a  number  will  graduate  next  June,  but  the 
grammar  school  graduates  will  bring  the  number  up  to  a 
potential  of  twenty-seven.  Recent  action  of  the  Keene  school 
board  indicates  that  they  will  charge  $120'  per  pupil  for  high 
school  tuition  for  next  year.  This  means  that  we  must  increase 
our  budget  by  a  sufficient  amount  to  provide  for  that  increase.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsum : 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  superintendent 
of  schools : 

A  number  of  very  important  changes  have  taken  place 
during  the  past  year  which  should  do  much  to  improve  the 
educational  opportunities  of  our  New  Hampshire  children.  The 
legislature  passed  several  major  acts  which  are  destined  to 
change  the  course  of  education  in  this  state.  The  cooperative 
school  district  act  makes  it  possible  for  local  school  districts, 
through  local  initiative,  to  join  together  to  establish  more 
effective  school  units.  At  the  present  time  there  are  ten  or 
twelve  areas  throughout  the  state  studying  the  advantages 
of  forming  as  many  cooperative  school  districts.  Most  of  the 
community  areas  are  in  urgent  need  of  new  buidings.  Com- 
munities within  easy  commuting  distances  may  construct  one 
building  that  will  take  care  of  the  needs  of  all  the  districts. 
The  result  will  be  a  school  large  enough  to  offer  more  for 
boys  and  girls  who  attend  it.  It  will  be  large  enough  to 
assure  adequate  training  in  all  the  fundamentals  and  at  the 
same  time  provide  opportunity  for  specialized  work  in  art, 
music,  practical  arts,  and  recreation.  It  will  be  large  enough 
to  attract  and  hold  well-trained  teachers  and  personnel. 

Another  act  granted  school  districts  temporary  emergency 
exemptions  from  certain  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Bond 
Statute.  The  previous  law  limited  school  districts  to  bonded 
indebtedness  not  exceeding  two  per  cent  of  assessed  valuation 
of  taxable  property  of  the  district.  The  new  act  allows  five 
per  cent  in  any  instance  and  up  to  eight  per  cent  if  a  strong 
case  can  be  made  to  a  board  of  investigation  and  the  governor 
and  council.  The  original  bonding  act  was  passed  many  years 
ago  when  construction  costs  were  relatively  low  and  when 
$5,000  would  buy  considerable  school  housing.  Two  per  cent 
of  an  assessed  valuation  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  would 
amount  to  only  $5,000,  which  would  not  go  far  toward  building 
a  school  house  today.   Tinder  the  old  law  thci-e  were  only  a  few 
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of  the  larger  cities  that  would  have  been  able  to  build  any 
kind  of  a  school  house  at  present  prices,  due  to  the  two  per 
cent  limitation.  The  new  act  with  its  special  provision  will 
make  it  possible  for  practically  any  community  in  the  state 
to  raise  enough  money  to  build  a  school  house  even  under 
today's  high  prices. 

The  act  Avhich  means  the  most  to  us  directly  is  the  so- 
called  equalization  act  which  is  an  act  to  equalize  educational 
opportunities  and  to  improve  the  elementary  and  high  schools 
of  New  Hampshire.  This  act,  which  increases  state  financial 
aid  to  local  school  districts  approximately  400'  per  cent,  is 
really  an  amendment  to  the  old  state  aid  act  which  was 
based  entirely  on   the  needs  of  the  various  districts. 

The  new  plan  is  based  on  the  town's  ability  to  pay,  and 
sets  a  required  minimum  program  which  all  towns  must  equal 
before  being  eligible  for  any  state  aid.  Another  feature  of  this 
revised  act  is  that  of  general  aid  to  all  districts  based  on  a 
set  amount  for  every  elementary  and  secondary  pupil  in  aver- 
age daily  membership  during  the  preceding  year.  This  new 
state  aid  bill  has  enabled  us  to  offer  more  to  your  children 
without  asking  for  a  greatly  increased  amount  from  taxation. 

Mrs.  Bertha  -lennison,  a  teacher  of  a  great  many  years 
of  experience,  started  in  the  Grammar  room  this  fall.  She 
was  forced  to  resign  at  Thanksgiving  time  due  to  ill  health. 
We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  obtaining  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Putnam  from  East  Alstead  to  complete  the  year.  Mrs.  Putnam 
is  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College  and  has  had  a  number 
of  years   of  experience   in  the  Westmoreland   schools. 

We  are  indeed  grateful  to  the  committee  appointed  two 
years  ago  to  provide  running  water  for  the  schoolhouse,  for 
their  generous  contributions  in  the  form  of  time  and  labor 
in  seeing  that  the  water  system  was  properly  installed.  It  is 
a  considerable  advantage  to  have  all  the  water  one  requires 
at  hand  vrithout  having  to  have  it  brought  in. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary  for  the 
drinking  fountain  which  they  so  generously  gave  to  the  school. 
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We  were  unable  to  obtain  a  mason  to  relay  the  foundation 
to  the  building  last  summer  but  Ave  hope  to  have  this  important 
work  attended  to  as  soon  as  conditions  warrant  in  the  spring. 
There  are  other  major  repairs  which  must  be  made  to  the 
school  house  as  time  goes  by.  The  building  should  be  painted 
before  too  many  seasons.  Condition  of  the  paint  on  the  south 
and  west  sides  of  the  building  is  very  bad.  One  or  two  of  the 
furnaces  will  have  to  be  overhauled  or  replaced  soon.  A  study 
should  be  made  of  the  various  methods  of  heating  school  houses 
to  see  if  we  are  using  the  most  efficient  methods.  It  may 
be  that  a  single  furnace  could  heat  the  three  rooms  sufficiently 
or  it  might  be  that  an  oil  burner  type  heater  would  be  more 
satisfactory.  We  may  be  using  the  most  efficient  method 
but  only  by  looking  into  the  matter  can  we  be  sure. 

Transportation  will  probably  always  present  some  prob- 
lems in  Gilsum.  We  have  the  major  portion  of  the  children 
quite  carefully  provided  for  at  the  present  time,  the  bulk  of 
the  children  residing  on  accessible  roads  in  certain  definite 
areas  of  the  town.  There  are  several  families  in  outlying  dis- 
tricts, however,  who  provide  problems.  The  Belvedere  section, 
Gunn  Hill  road,  and  the  Old  Gilsum  road  are  beyond  the  limits 
of  our  present  transportation  system.  The  condition  of  the 
highways  in  these  areas  make  it  difficult  for  our  regular  car- 
rier to  get  over  the  roads  even  in  good  weather.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  make  special  arrangements  for  nearly  every 
child  living  in  these  areas. 

School  costs,  in  line  with  everything  else,  continue  to  rise. 
We  have  considered  the  budget  very  carefully  this  year  and 
are  presenting  to  you  for  your  consideration  and  approval 
what  we  believe  to  be  the  minimum  demand.

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rOBEST  FIRE  PBOBLOI  SERIOUS 

The  year  1947  was  one  of  the  worst  periods  of  drouth  and  forest  fire 
occurence  in  eastern  United  States  history.  Lacik  of  water  ruined  crops 
lowered  water  levels  and  dried  up  brooks  everywhere.  Three  months  of 
deficient  rainfall  and  abnormally  high  temperatures  resulted  in  many 
fires  which  were  mostly  well  controlled  and  kept  within  bounds.  Only  the 
high  winds  b^^inning  on  October  Z3rd  caused  a  few  fires  to  escape  be- 
yond immediate  control.  These  few  fires  resulted  in  burning  some  15,000 
acres  and  the  loss  of  63  or  more  buildings  in  four  New  Hamjpshire  towns. 

All  October  fires  were  costly.  They  burned  deeply  in  the  ground  and 
required  day  and  night  patrol  of  large  crews  of  men  untU  the  rains  came 
late  in  October.  Towns  which  escaped  from  serious  fires  might  easily 
have  been  in  the  nudst  of  the  most  serious  conflagration  we  had. 

Grovernor  Dale  closed  the  woods  effective  at  midnight  of  October  15th. 
With  the  blow-up  of  October  23rd,  a  second  proclamation  closed  all  back 
roads  and  authorized  towns  to  inaugurate  patroL  The  effect  of  this  was 
to  cut  down  subsequent  fires  for  the  rest  of  the  dry  period. 

Local  fire  warden  forces  performed  an  admirable  job  to  hold  the 
more  than  200  fires  that  occurred  during:  this  October  period.  Many 
men  were  taxed  to  the  utmost  as  the  emergency  continued.  To  them  and 
all  those  who  did  their  work,  the  people  of  Nfew  Hampshire  owe  a  debt 
of  gratitude.  The  state  forest  fire  control  agency  based  on  local  town 
wardens  and  town  crews  wherever  adequately  equipped  rose  to  the  oc- 
casion and  met  the  test  in  whatever  town  their  services  were  needed. 

It  is  now  time  to  take  stock  everywhere  of  our  fire  fi^rhting  facili- 
ties for  the  season  ahead  and  to  make  them  adequate  where  necessary. 
To  this  end  town  fire  plans  and  training  programs  for  wardens,  deputies 
and  other  key  men  in  each  district  are  being  arranged  or  in  progress.  If 
equipment  and  tools  are  insufficient  to  properly  equip  the  avaUable  man 
power  in  each  community  with  the  ri^ht  tools  for  the  job,  they  should  be 
provided  for  at  once.  The  yearly  addition  of  fire  tools  to  the  town  sup- 
ply will  generally  need  to  be  built  up.  The  state  sells  tools  to  the  towns 
and  shares  one-half  their  cost.  Good  equipment  is  important  and  can 
help  greatly  to  keep  both  damage  and  fire  costs  at  a  minimum. 

For  many  years  we  have  requested  our  wardens  not  to  issue  burning 
permits  except  on  rainy  days.  This  regulation  will  be  in  effect  again  this 
year  as  it  is  one  of  the  best  means  of  assuring  such  fires  from  getting 
out  of  controL  Nine  out  of  every  ten  fires  can  be  prevented,  98  i)ercent  of 
all  fires  being  due  to  human  carelessness.  Be  sure  to  get  a  permit  for  any 
fire  in  or  near  woodland  when  the  ground  is  free  from  snow.  Be  sure  your 
fires  are  always  out  before  you  leave  them.  Help  us  in  getting  the  travel- 
ling public  to  keep  from  throwing  out  lighted  matches  or  cigarettes.  Be 
careful  of  ^1  fires  in  or  near  woodland,
